Official says state lottery inevitable despite legal questions

BOISE — Despite the legal cloud hanging 
over Idaho’s lottery Initiative, the man who 
could become the slate’s lop lottery official 
says the overwhelming voter support given- 
the game makes it Inevitable. 

- The stlll-UDrcsolvcd constitutional ques- 
tions may put a lottcry off until late 1989 or 
early 1990, Department of Law Enforcement 
DirectorJohn Rooney concedes. 

But, he adds, "The best thing we can say 
about I t Is that It’s absolutely clear that the 


vast majority of this stale wants a lottery. 

"Wc are working with a public mandate," 
Rooney says, “and it's the obligation of the 
slate to somehow, some way, follow through 
and meet that mandate." 

And he predicted that joining forces with 
other •slatea-in-a-reglonal lottery' will even- 
tually be the path Idaho takes in capitalizing 
on public demand for Ihe game, 

"My belief Is that the only way that we 
can have a long-term, growing, successful 
lottery operation Is if we join with other 
states," Rooney said.

Americans believe that the Iranian and contra 
arms Seals Involve a White House coverup that is, or 
could as serious as Watergate, and raises ques- 
tlons about t he president’s person al c^lrol over 
state affairs, the Los Angeles Times PoTTltas found.- 

Although only one In lO Americans think the 
coverup will lead to Reagan's resignation, the* poll 
indicates that the foreign policy crisis has become a 
domestic political liability for the administration 
and has diminished President Reagan's ability to 
lead. 

The poll, conducted by telephone Dec. 6-9. found 
-that 71 percent of Americans believe that Donald T. 

Regan, the White House chief of staff, knew about 
■'thrlranian-contra affair.- and 73 percent belleve-CIA 
director William Casey knew. Sixty-seven percent 
said they beiicve that Vice Admiral John M.- 
Poindexter and Lt. Col. L. Oliver North, who 
reportedly, oversaw the arms shipments while. serv- 
ing on the National Security Council staff, acted on 
■‘orders from higher up." 

To 8S percent of the Democrats and 69 percent of 
the Republicans — or 78 percent of the people 
surveyed — the perceived knowledge of Regan, 
Casey and others indicated there has been a White 
House coverup. Six of lO Americans said the incident 
was at least as serious or could become as serious as 
Watergate and about the same number said the 
president's ability to lead would be "diminished but 
not destroyed.” Three in iO believe his leadership 
will not be affected.

Americans appear in no mood for a witch hunt and 
they rate Reagan's key advisers as a group as

There was tlie clandestine ship- 
ment of conventional weapons to a 
government in power, kept under 
wraps for diplomatic reasons. Since 
1949, when the agency handled ihe 
first U.S. arms shipments to 
Yugoslavia, aflcr Josip Broz Tito 
broke with Moscow, the CIA has 
been saddled with such tasks simply 
because It was there; with dummy 
corporations and money-laundering 
facilities, to do whatever dirty jobs 
the king's men wiinlcd kept out of - 
Ihe papers.

guerrilla warfare. Nodistlnclion was 
made between the age-old crypto- 
diplomacy of stratagem and 
maneuver and those paramilitary 
operations that have cnlhrallcd 
policy makers of every postwar ad- 
ministration. Yet there Is a real dif- 


ference between slipping cash to 
some friendly foreign politician and , 
smuggling guns to "freedom 
fighters" In the cellars of Budapest 
or the Nicaraguan jungles. One is 
"diplomacy, by other means: ” the 
other Is inciting to revolution. 

Gung-ho adventurers thrive under 
the CIA's huge covert umbrella, but 
the skepticism of agency profes- 
sionals about "noisy, smelly" opera- 
tions has coalesced into an Institu- 
tional ethos. Intelligence officers arc 
as reticent about unrealistic and 
pointless covert operations as pro- 
fessional soldiers arc reserved about 
rushing Into hopeless combat. Casey,

Develop 
tolerance, if you will, for the Imperfections 
of others and for their noise-making.

Carotid endarterectomy (removal 
of plaque from the carotid artery) Is 
often performed when not clearly 
. necessary, according to a study 
, published In the Joumar of the 
American Medical Association. 

"Fifty-five percent of the pro- 
cedures studies were, judged clearly 
appropriate, 32 percent equivocal 
and 13 percent clearly Inappropri- 
ate,”' according to researchers at 
the Veterans Administration Medi- 
cal Center in Wadsworth, Calif. 
"These results suggest that carotid 
endarterectomy Is overuUlized 


within at least some segments of the 
Veterans Administration popula- 
tion,” they said. 

The study evaluated the ap- 
propriateness of 107 'carotid en- 
darterectomies performed on 95 pa- 
tients in five California Veterans 
Administration teaching hospitals in 
1981. 

The researchers added that their 
study highlights the Importance of 
assessing common surgical pro- 
cedures, especially among the elder- 
ly, who may have higher risks for 
serious complications.
